Veterans of the Grand Army of the Republic are now holding 
their sixty-third annual encampment at Gettysburg, and the event 
is given color and anim ation because the old men have been joined 
by a number of affiliated bodies, the most prominent of which are 
the Sons of V eterans’ Reserves, 
liie re are now but a handful of 
the soldiers who fought in th* Civil W ar, and it is fitting that the 
memories of the days th a t tried men’s souls should he kept green 
by their sons and grandsons. 
The reports from Gettysburg in­ 
dicate that the venerable visitors are being treat***! with unusual 
courtesy and distinction. 
This would be proper in any circum ­ 
stance, but it is all the noire so when we realize thai it is going to 
In* the last encampm ent for most of them. 
It it* also highly appropriate that the place of meeting should 
be what has been called the scene of their most celebrated tri­ 
umph. 
In ten days we will be celebrating the sixty-sixth anni­ 
versary of what Is now universally conceded to have been the must 
im portant event of the Civil War and th** turning point in that 
bloody contest. 
For three days they fought there, sometimes at 
terribly close quarters, and when it was over there was an aggre­ 
gate of more than 30,000 dead and wounded. 
But General Meade 
and the Union com m anders had definitely turned back the tide of 
rebellion, and the harassed President Lincoln at Washington knew 
that this country was to continue "on** and indivisible. 
The National park at Gettysburg now covers the entire bat­ 
tlefield, and the National cemetery iii it—dedicated by Abraham 
Lincoln himself—contains 3629 graves, nearly one-halt of which 
contain bodies of "the unknown dead.” 
We properly reverence the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier at Arlington, but here in our o w n 
state we have more than a thousand mounds covering the remains 
of such unknown patriots. 
The time, the place and the occasion 
are worthy of our thoughtful attention.
